GARDEN, FARM, BEES, ETC. 


THE FRUIT GARDEN. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Trish Tí imes, the Garden Correspondent 

says :— 

This in is good weather for planting and prun- 
ing fruit trees, and we haye noticed that 
there is, in many parts of the country, 
plenty of work to do in improving old 
orchards aud gardens in this respect. 
We believe, too, that we are correct in 
saying that the application of a thorough 
winter spraying with one or other of the 
tar-oil preparations, was never more 
necessary than this year, for the destruc- 
tion of the eggs ‘of insects, which are 
sure to be numerous as the result of the 
moist and mild autumn we have passed 
through. Knothad matter we would like 
to draw attention to is the necessity for 
top-dressing fruit trees and bushes, as 
it is our experience that scarcely anyone 
does enough of this. Even orchards in 
grass would be greatly benefited by a 
dressing of rich compost or half-decayed 
manure placed over the surface as far as 
the roots extend, This is one of the lessons 
all mtending fruit-growers should learn: 
place food enough on the surface to en- 
courage the roots to remain within reach 
of the sunshine. On shallow soils or 
where the trees were badly nourished 
the drought and heat of receut summers 
have done considerable harm in cases 
coming under our notice, by driving the 
roots down into the sub-soil after mois- 
ture, Then, again, more lime should be 
used among fruit trees. After the prun- 
ing, it is a good plan to scatter lime 
over the branches when the trees are 
damp; this will kill lichen, and help to 
dislodge insects that may be hibernating 
in the crevices of the bark.

DISLOCATION. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Trish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent. says :— 
Various methods. of killing are employed, 
the most general for turkeys being 
either by dislocation of the neck or by 
bleeding. The former, because it 15 
cleanly, speedy and painless, is the mogt 
satisfactory, provided it is done by an 
experienced person. It is quite simple 
once properly understood. The first 
thing is to grasp the bird properly. Hold 
the tips of the wings and the legs in the 
left hand, At the same time hold the 
head in the right hand, with the comb 
against the palm. Stretch the neck 
downwards over the right knee and 
break it suddenly by jerking it hack 
iunmediately behind the head. This 
method is very simple for chickens, but 
in the case of turkeys will need a person 
with the necessary strength. The skin 
of the neck should not be broken, and 
the bird should be held head downwards 
to allow the blood to flow ito the void 
left. by the breaking of the neck, where 
it congeals.

Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that the Supreme Court could not con- 
sist of less than three, and could be four or 
five at the discretion of the Chief Justice. 
Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.L. National Uni- 
versity) said that they should legislate on the 
matter now, and not leave it to the discretion 
of the particular Chief Justice of the day. 
The ATTORNEY-GENERAL (Mr. Maguire) 
said that he thought it would be the ideal 
thing to have a Supreme Court of five judges, 
and at the same time provide sufficient High 
Court judges to carry out the new appeals 
scheme. In drafting the bill, however, he 
had yielded to the argument of economy.

It was only natural said the President, 
that our people should be _ suspicious of 
actions of this sort There was no doubt 
that the past history of the dealings of cer- 
tain Imperial States with regard to Ethiopia 
left a bad taste in the mouth to anybody 
who read through thém in detail. There 
was a suspicion abroad among our people 
that some of those States might not in other 
circumstances be nearly so enthusiastic in 
carrying out their obligations under the 
Covenant, That suspicion could only be re. 
moved by watching carefully that the action 
of the other members of the League in sup- 
porting the Covenant did not result in 
Abyssinia being partitioned out among the 
States in question. They should see that 
their co-operation and support in maintain- 
ing the Covenant should not be utilised to 
the advantage of any Imperial Power whatso- 
ever. 

If such evils as had been referred to 
existed in Ethiopia, there was a way ol 
dealing with them. 

He added that certain hardships might 
come to some of their people by taking this 
action. 

If Italy had a case to make she should 
have made it by other means than by occupy- 
ing Ethiopian territory. 

So far as their trade from Italy was con- 
cerned, he said, it. was approximately 
£80,000; that was of goods consigned from 
Italy. They had not sought negotiations 
with any other country to make good the 
market they had lost. The whole question 
of their membership of the League was one 
in which there was a balance of the pros 
and cons. 

What was necessary was that they should

It is a relief to find that at last the 
Free State is showing some activity in 
regard. to possible air routes across the 
A statement issued on Tuesday 
evening by the Government revealed that 
the establishment of a servica had been 
under discussion between British and Free 
State representatives, and that further 
conversations will take place in Ottawa 
this month with officials of the Canadian 
The British and Free State 
officials, indeed, already have sailed for 
Canada, and it may be assumed that the 
whole question is now going to be tackled 
seriously.

During the last year 
or two the commercial air companies on 
either side of the Atlantic have been ex- 
perimenting with long-distance machines, 
in at least one instance—in 
service between the Bermudas and the 
American mainland—they have developed 
their routes with an eye to the trans- 
Atlantic crossing.

Trans-Atlantic Air Services 


The delegation, the members of which . 
are to discuss the possibility of a trans- 
Atlantic air service between Canada and — 
England, left London this morning on 
their way to Ottawa. The leaders of tlic 
delegation are Colonel Sir Donald Banks, 
Director-General of the Post Office ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel F. C. Shelmerdine. 
Director-General of Civil Aviation in the 
Air Ministry; and Mr. G. E. Woods 
Humphrey, Managing Director of Imperial 
Airways. The delegation was accompanied 
by several officials from the Air Ministry, 
the Dominions Office and the General Post 
Office. The mission is the most important 
civil aviation delegation yet sent abroad ; 
and, from the fact that the Irish Fre: 
State is to be fully represented, and wil! 
take part in the discussions, it is inferre: 
that the Atlantic air base in Ireland will 
be in the South rather than in the North. 
The talks with the Canadian authorities 
are not expected to last long, but, since 
Sir Donald Banks is heading the delega 
tion, it is supposed that a discussion of the 

carriage of Atlantic mails will be one of 
the most important topics under review. 
Sir Donald Banks, before he left, sai 
that the possibilities of an air servic 
between Canada and England have been 
considered for a long time, but practical!

Trouble in Egypt 


Once again the Wafd, the extreme 
national organisation, is responsible for 
much political disturbance in Cairo, owing 
to its decision to withdraw its support 
from the Government of Nessim Pasha. 
When the Pasha accepted office he was 
given the support of the Wafd on the un- 
derstanding that he would re-introduce the 
1923 Constitution, suspended by Sidky 
Pasha in 1930. This step has not been 
taken, and, as a result, Nahas Pasha, the 
very excitable leader of the Wafd, has had 
difficulty in preventing his followers from 
attacking the Government.

When 
my father died after about two hours in 
the perishing cold water I could not hold 
him, for he was so heavy. I kept a hold 
of my brother Michael.”’ 

How strongly the anguish on Arran is 
tinged with bitterness against the allegedly 
negligent authority was indicatéd by the 
many islanders with whom I talked to- 
day; Years ago another boat was wrecked 
near the island. Three lives were then 
lost, and the survivor, Tom O'Donnell, of 
Arran, is still alive. 

There has been constant demand for 
simple beacons to guide boatmen over the 
unseen rocks of this sea passage to Ath- 
fort.

Duting the war the American Navy had 
usefl Cork Harbour as a seaplane base, and it 
wag net necessary for anybody to be going 
from port to port in the North and West 
when this readymade base was available in 
(olk Harbour to accommodate every type 
of seaplane. He requested permission to hand 
their officials’ reports of 1929 to the Press 
for} publication. 

Mr. Crowley said that since these reports 
liad been prepared there had been much con- 
troversy and publicity, and other develop- 
niemts had taken place. The general manager 
was a member of an infivential committee 
a»pointed some time ago in regard to the 
question of an airport in Cork Harbour, and 
a lhoody hke the Harbour Board could further 
considerably such a project.

THE MUSSEL INDUSTRY

The importance of a sewerage scheme as a 
ndcessary preliminary to the development of 
the popular seaside resorts of Laytown and 
Bettystown, Co. Meath, was emphasised by 
s¢veral witnesses who gave evidence at a 
Lpcal Government gery which was held 
into the proposal by Mr. Eamonn O Maille, 
Lpcal Government Inspector, to-day. 

Dr. T. F. O'Higgins, Meath County 
M.O.H., said that there was an enormous 
summer population clustered together in 
these resorts. Present conditions were a 
scandal and a grave menace to the health of 
the county generally. It was only a matter 
of time, or luck, until some visitor came 
carrying some elementary infections. Then 
they would expect that disease to spread like 
wildfire through the whole population. He 
would not have advised the expenditure of 
£10,000 or £11,000 on the water scheme only 
that it was the first step to the sewerage 
scheme. If the effluent were discharged into 
the River Nanny the mussels there would 
contain more bacillus coli. If efflnent was 
discharged on the seashire it would finish 
Kettystown as a seaside resort. 

Mr. G. P. Farren, Inspector for the De- 
partment of Agriculture, who said that Le 
had a knowledge of shell-fish, said he had no 
doubt that effluent entering the particular 
portion of the River Nanny would prevent 
the mussels heing marketed in England. The 
English Health authorities would allow a 
cprtain amount of bacillus coliin muscles, but if 
if arose above that they were liable to be 
irohibited on the grounds that sewerage was 
being discharged into the beds. If a puri- 
fjeation tank were erected there would be no 
necessity to relay the mussels at Mornington.

If the incident to which he referred was 
an isolated one, or if the Federation of 
Old I.R.A. Associations was a negligible, 
body, the whole thing might, perhaps, be 
ignored.

ROADMAKING TERRORS 


From KENNETH ANDERSON, PrReESss 
ASSOCIATION SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 
IN THE CANAL ZONE. 


SUEZ, Wednesday. 


A vivid description of the conditions 
under which troops and labourers engaged 
on roadmaking in Eritrea are living was 
given to me to-day by a Syrian labourer 
who made his escape overland from Italian 
territory. The man, Mahmoud el Gamal, 
who was employed by the Italian military 
forces at Massawa for roadmaking, escaped 
by jumping off a train, trekking 180 miles 
over mountains. and. forests for thirty 
days before arriving in an exhausted con- 
dition at the British outpost at Kassala, 
on the borders of Sudan and Eritrea. 

‘*T was recruited last August at Beyrout, 
with forty other Syrians, for labour service 
in Eritrea,’’ he said. ‘‘ We were to be 

aid £12 a month, with food and lodging. 
Ve were treated. excellently until we 
arrived at Massawa, There we were forced 
to sleep on the ground in the open air. 
We were given very little food, and we 
were made to work twelve hours a day, 
from sunrise until sunset, instead of four 
hours a day, as had been previously 
arranged. | 

‘‘After one day’s work we forty-one 
Syrians refused to work any more on these 
conditions. The Italian soldiers thereupon 
chained us together and placed us in a big 
room underground, which served as a 
prison. Afterwards they forced us to con- 
tinue to work by whipping, those who did 


not obey. , 
HOT WATER 


_ “The labourers at Massawa are work- 
ing under terrible conditions. Their only 
sustenance is macaroni and hot water. 
They are all suffering from skin diseases, 
due to the water, which, owing to the 
heat, is always hot. I sometimes brought 
a cup of- weak lemonade, which cost one 
lira. I saw several labourers ‘collapse 
while working. Some died outright, and 
their bodies were loaded on to lérries and 
taken to hospital. I once saw an Italian 
officer shoot dead a lorry driver who did 
not stop when ordered to. 

“ Once yen land at Massawa you are 


‘| unable to return unless you are invalided 


from the country. The Italian soldiers 
are very dissatisfied, but they are unable 
to protest, since they are commanded by 
the sternest officers.”

The Catholic Church and all that it stood 
for were now, continued Mr, Cosgrave, the 
subject of persistent attack in more than one 
country. Indeed, some modern States not 
only stood out against the Catholic Church, 
but aimed at the destruction of all religion, 
and the consequent complete subordination 
of the individual in all his relations to the 
State. Wherever these attacks on religion 
had been made there had gone with them 
an attempt to suppress all civil and cultural 
hberty and to control universities, depriving 
their teachers of all freedom and turning, 
them into mere agents of Progeganda for the 
prevailing State view. 


PUBLIC SAFETY ACT 


It was obvious that the liberties which the 

citizen enjoyed in normal times must be 
considerably curtailed in times of great 
crises, If, as claimed, the electorate had 
passed judgment on the Public Safety Act 
at two general elections, the effect had not 
been given to the judgment which had been 
reversed in. actual practice. Another pro- 
clamation by the Government could put an 
end to its operation. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., T.D., who 
seconded the motion, said that the way to 
secure the people's enjoyment of fundamental 
rights against invasion was to create a strong 
public opinion that would adjust itself from 
time to time, It might be more. effective 
than any effort of the draftsman. 

The resolution was passed. 

Mr. Luke Duffy, Secretary of the. Irish 
Labour Party, proposing that the society is 
deserving of support, said that if they were 
to preserve for their people liberty and free: 
dom they. must educate the people how to" 
use liberty and how tu achieve freedom ; and. 
they must educate them to know right from; 
wrong. 

He regarded the suggestion that Com-* 
munism applied to Ireland as largely a joke. 
There might be people in Ireland who thought 
themselevs Communists, but those eople 
were sheer humbugs, who liked to be different 
from anybody else, 


THE ACID TEST 


Professor Daniel A, Binchy. M.A., Ph.D., 
Dean of the Faculty of Law, University 
College, Dublin, who seconded the motion, 
mentioned, in the eourse of his remarks, the 
mentality that interpreted freedom as being 
the right to prevent people from assembling 
to honour the memory of their dead.

Bureau yesterday says that an Order has 
been made by the Executive Council under 
the Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 
1932, reducing the rate of Customs duty 
from one shilling to fourpence per pound 
on cheese imported into Saorstat Eireann 
on and after the 16th November, 1935, 


An Order has also been made by the 
Minister for Agriculture under the Dairy 
Produce (Price Stabilisation) Act, 1935, 
prohibiting the import of cheese on or 
after the said date. 

The effect of these Orders is that no 
eheese can be imported into this country 
on or after Saturday next, the 16th inst., 
save under and in accordance with a 
licence granted by the Minister for Agri- 
culture Even where such a licence is 
granted a duty at the rate of fourpence 
per pound must be paid, unless a licence 
authorising import free of duty is issued 
by the Revenue Commissioners,

tract as 39 per cent.; that the rate of interest 
was 544 per cent.; and that the rate of 
interest exceeded the 39 per cent. allowed 
under the Act. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that the 
agreement he made with Mr. Glenn was that 
he was to repay him £40 at the rate of 39 
per cent.; and after he had defaulted in the 

ayments, Mr. Glenn had come to him and 
he romised to pay the outstanding balance 
of but did not do so. 

Judge Davitt said that the defendants had 
no merits whatever, but as there was no proper 
memorandum as required by Section 11 cf 
the Moneylenders Act of 1933, the contract 
was not enforcible, and, accordingly, he 
dismissed the action with costs. 


DECREE AGAINST E.S.B. 


Francis Coyle, Avondale, Stillorgan road, 
Dublin, claimed £40 damages against the 
Electricity Supply Board for damage to his 
motor car, caused through a lorry, the pro- 
perty of the defendants, being suddenly puiled 
towards a gateway as he was driving his car 
behind it. 

The driver of the defendants’ lor-y stated 
that he drove slowly before turning, and he 
signalled his intention to turn. Just as he 
was at the gateway the plaintiff's car crashed 
into the lorry.
